WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—Repre- 
sentative Vinson (Dem., Ga.), 
chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, said Tuesday he will 
ask the House on Jan. 21.to vote 
a ten per cent pay increase for 
the members of the armed forces 
estimated to add $832,000,000 a 
year to the government budget. 

A similar increase was voted at 
the last. session of Congress for 
civilian employees of the federal 
government and Vinson believed 
there would be little opposition to 
voting a similar cost-of-living in- 
crease for the men and women in 
uniform. 


After consulting with his policy 
subcommittee Tuesday, Vinson 
said Rep. Paul J. Kilday (Dem.., 
Texas) was designated to bring 
the pay increase before the House 
at the earliest possible moment. 
This will be on Jan. 21 when it is 
permissible to move suspension of 
the rules and passage of emer- 
gency legislation. 


Passage, under this procedure, 
requires the affirmative action of 
two-thirds of those present and 
voting. 

Vinson explained his commit- 
tee’s bill will recommend an in- 
crease of ten per cent “across the 
board,” meaning it will apply to 
base pay, subsistence, quarters and 
other allowances, as well as to all 
varieties of retired pay. 

Starting Wednesday, the Armed 
Services Committees of both the 
Senate and the House will ex- 
amine, in closed meetings, the rec- 
ommendations of the National Se- 
curity Training Commission, head- 
ed by former Rep. James W. 
Wadsworth (Rep., N. Y.), for 
starting Universal Military Train- 
ing in the United States. 

Under the law adopted at the 
last session of congress, the com- 
mission’s recommendations, which 
were submitted last Oct. 29, must 
be brought before congress by the 
appropriate committees within 45 
legislative days. 

Thus, both committees will be 
required to report by the end of 
February. 

Under these circumstances, both 
units will start public hearings on 
Jan. 15. Vinson said his committee 
would hear Wadsworth and other 
members of the commission first, 
and then representatives of the 
Department of Defense who favor 
their recommendations. 

After these official proponents 
have been heard, the witness stand 
will be turned over to opponents 
of the recommendations. 

The chairman said every effort 
will be, made to confine opposition 
testimony to the commission’s rec- 
ommendations, and not to the 
whole principle of Universal Mili- 
tary Training, which Congress has 
approved. 

He indicated he would discuss 
at his hearings his own proposal 
to permit a certain number of men 
between 17 and 19 to volunteer for 
Universal Military Training, to get 
the program started, and agreeing 
to perform a year and a half of ac- 
tive duty in one of the armed 
forces immediately following their 
six months of training under the 
program.

The 82d Congress returned Tuesday for 
its election-year session. 

It may well be one of the most impor- 
tant sessions in the history of the republic. 


‘| Few, indeed, have been surrounded with the 


drama which looms ahead. 

In the first place, it will be heavily 
weighted with politics—in election years a 
penalty we pay for freedom. Most decisions 


“ will be made with an eye on the ballot box. 


There will be further investigations—the 
Republicans doing everything possible to 
embarrass the Democratic administration 
and the Democrats making headlines in their 
attempts to clean house. 


Few legislative decisions will be reached 
on domestic issues as Congress uses the 
Capitol platform to run political campaigns. 
The all-important theme of getting elected 
will dominate the session, with most do- 
mestic problems holding a status quo posi- 
tion. 


An interesting factor to be introduced 
into the session will be the Eisenhower in- 
fluence within the Republican Party. Sup- 
porters of Ike are expected to go down the 
line with most of the Truman administra- 
tion’s foreign policy, providing a definite 
split within Republican ranks between fol- 
lowers of the general and Senator Taft. 

On domestic issues, the Southern Demo- 
crat-Republican coalition can be expected 
again to block enactment of the Truman Fair 
Deal program, even in this election year. 

Democrats and Republicans alike agree 
that the major issues of the session will be 
foreign aid, the defense buildup, UMT, and 
appropriations.

A Welfare Official 
Quits in Protest 


All is not well with welfare. We've 
known that for sometime, but nothing has 
s0 pointed up the fact as the resignation this 
week of R. P. Swan, chairman of the Peach 
County Welfare Board and member of that 
board since 1937.  . 


Mr. Swann had taken all he could stand. 
In quitting, he said state and federal regu- 
lations had so hamstrung his board that. it 
was powerless to stop the steady rise in relief 
rolls. 


He cited the situation in Peach, a good 
Georgia farming county—676 welfare cases 
drawing $26,049 a month, 262 more welfare 
families than there are farms in the county, 
more dependent children than the combined 
enrollment of the Fort Valley junior and 
senior high schools, irresponsible parents and 
stepparents perfectly willing for their 
charges to go on relief. 

According to the former Peach County 
chairman, one man within the jurisdiction of 
his board has done more than his share to 
add to the potential case load—10 children 
by 10 different mothers within the span of a 
year. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Swann went on, parents 


' with sound homes and high morality must 


sweat and save_to pay the fuel bill, the gro- 


~ cery bill and the clothing bill and at the 


same time put up the tax money to feed the 
families of those who make no effort to 
meet their responsibilities. ' 

Mr. Swann sees this trend as weakening

The Congress will face the necessity for 
a new battle against inflation. The entire de- 
fense program, the nation’s economy itself is 
at stake in this fight. 


One of the big dangers of 1952 comes, not 
from Washington, but again from Moscow.

The year 1952 is a crucial one in Ameri- 
can history.

being made to form a workable combination 
among the many factions in the French 
Parliament, precious time will be lost in 
building the European army, in putting the 
Schuman Plan into effect, and in France’s 
meeting of her many national problems in 
Indochina and elsewhere. 


France’s troubles may be traced once 
again to the impossibility of government by 
multiple political parties—a problem with 
which she has been plagued since the days 
of the French Revolution in varying degrees. 
It has been reflected in its final form, the 
emergence of the strong man, Napoleon, who 
gave France unity through military dicta- 
torship. From anarchy to strong-man rule! 


The multiple-party system, at its worst 
in the years just prior to World War II, para- 
lyzed the French government in its conduct 
and preparations for that war. This internal 
instability made France a pushover for the 
Nazis. Today there are two elements in the 
nation anxious to seize power—the De Gaull- 
ists and the Communists, the extreme right 
and the extreme left. 
neither is ever successful. 


In the meantime, the paralysis in the 
French government is costing precious time.

WASHINGTON—Now that. General Fisen- 
hower has signed himself up as a Republican, 
ready for a carefully planned “draft” for its 

presidential nomination—hardly a surprise—we are going to wit- 
ness such a hallelujah chorus as our politics seldom sees. The 
closest parallel—and in the same party—was the exciting inter- 
lude over the late Wendell Willkie in 1940, another outsider like 


the general. 


But this should far surpass 
that, for one reason because Mr. 
Willkie had, in effect, to be cre- 
ated, while General Eisenhower 
comes full-blown and ready- 
made, known in every nook and 
eranny of our vast country. 

All that was needed was ike’ s 
nod. 


Now that he has given it, 
he enters a knock-dewn-and- 
drag-out fight with Senator 
Taft of Ohio which, as of the 
present, offers the Republican 
Party the choice of a military 
man without political experi- 
ence, but four-square for full 
international co-operation, on 
one hand, and a practical po- 
litical leader with a narrow 
view of our responsibilities in 
the world, on the other. 


General Eisenhower enters 
the contest with certain obvious 
advantages, a popular figure 
with a still-resplendent halo 
who appears in anxious times 
which find a frustrated people 
looking around for a saviour or 
deliverer. It is natural,in such 
circumstances; to look 
from the familiar stock politi- 
eal figure—the politician—not 
in too high favor just now, 
ahyhow—and reach out for 
someone who carries the mys- 
tery of legend. 

Beyond that, too, is the fact 
that the general has become the 
symbol of our new position in 
the world as a leader of the 
democratic forces through his 
own direct responsibility in 
Europe. That is a matter of 
pride with our le, and 
General Eisenhower personifies 
it.

The proposed amendment, to be 


Hand, would direct the legislature 
to appropriate $10,000,000 annual- 
ly for the next 20 years to finance 
a $150,000,000 school building pro- 
gram. 

If the amendment is passed by 
the coming legislature and ap- 
proved by the people in the No- 
vember general election, Thrasher 
said “bond men tell me we can 
get an interest rate of about 2.25 
per cent.” 


The auditor said the interest rate 
on University system authority 
bonds, which has only statutory) 
authority, is about three per cent. | 
“The lower rate would mean a 
saving of about $12,000,000 in in- 
terest over the 20-year period,” he 
said. 


The last legislature created the 
State School Building Authority 
with power to issue revenue bonds 
for financing construction of local 
public schools. 


The state now appropriates $4.,- 
900,000 a year for school building 
under the Minimum Foundation 
program for education. Hand will 
introduce a bill to appropriate an 
additional $5,000,000 a year for 
that purpose.

Normal Supply 
Of Furniture 
Is Predicted 


By BETTY PROSSER 


CHICAGO, Jan, 8—(/)—The 
1952 winter Home Furnishings 
Market opened amid predictions 
of almost normal supplies of home 
goods for the first half, at least, of 
the new year. 

Gen. Lawrence Whiting, presi- 
dent of the American Furniture 


Mart, told newsmen by mid-1952, 


“There may be a critical demand 
for materials” because of the de- 
fense program. 

Until that time, he said, most 
items probably will continue in 
good supply or adequate substi- 
tutes for them will have been 
found. 


OPTIMISTIC 


“Tl think the furniture industry 
will do as well this year as in 1950 
or 1951,” he said. “In each of those 
years, the volume at the retail lev- 
el was about 15 billion dollars.” 

Gen. Whiting’s brother, Frank 
Whiting, vice president of the 
furniture mart, said the effect of 
the defense program has not yet 
been felt by the furniture indus- 
try “to the degree that it will be 
this year and next.” 

He said the defense production 
peak should be reached in about 
May or June and that it then prob- 
ably would level off and continue 
at that volume. 


WORLD WAE II 

In World War II, Whiting stated, 
28 per cent of the furniture in- 
dustry’s capacity and 50 per cent 
of its plants were involved in war 
work. 

“At present,” he added, “about 
one plant in seven is in war work 
to some degree, and the real pro- 
duction job is just getting started 
now. When the highly expanded 
air program goes into effect you 
are going to have a usage of ma- 
terials, particularly in the metals, 
which is going to take away ma- 
terials from some place else. All 
in all, we are going to get restric- 
tions.” 

D. Hurd Goode, Martinsville, 
Va., president of the Southern 
Furniture Manufacturers Associa- 
tion, said the material supply in 
wooden furniture at present is 
“ample” barring an all-out war, 
and that there is no fear of any 
terrific price rise.” 

Don Rowe, president of Rowe 
Furniture Co. Salem, Va., said the 
industry is “in for another good 
year of business.” Inventories of 
upholstered furniture, he stated, 
“are in very reasonable bounds 
and there may even be a few 
shortages.”
